SENATORS NOT HARRY. 


T HE PENDING PENSION BILL AM ENDED 
ENT IRELY T OO MUCH. 


O bjectio n Taken To the 
Suggestio n o f a 
V eto — The H o use an« l P resident d e ­ 
scribed as a “ W ide W aste“ —1». itiio ns Fo r 
P ublic B uildings—Tariff B ill Pro v isio n* 
—Telegraph Legislatio n Pro p ped. 


W ashington Crrr, Feb. 23.—Tha ssnate 
put in mo st o f Tuesday talking abo ut the 
pending pensio n bill, the subject o f discussio n 
being the pro priety and expediency o f un­ 
do ing all the wo rk o f Mo nday o n the bill 
and sending it o n its way just a3 it came 
fro m the G. A. R. 
One amendment, ho w­ 
ev er, was agreed to , and that made the bill 
apply to any o ne who serv ed thirty days in 
the Mexican war o r any o f the Indian wars. 
Blair o ffered a reso lutio n changing the 
phraseo lo gy o f the seco nd sectio n, and in ex­ 
plaining it he said that the co nstructio n giv en 
in the debate Mo nday to the wo rd “ incapaci­ 
tated” wo uld make the bill o ne o f the mo st 
far-reaching o f any pensio n bill yet passed, 
inasmuch as the minimum pensio n fo r the 
slightest incapacity wo uld be $ 12 a mo nth. 
He did no t believ e that, with that co nstruc­ 
tio n giv en to it, the bill wo uld ev er cro ss 
successfully the wide waste lying between 
the senate and the statute bo o k. 
Culio m sail that it seemed to him that the 
farther the co untry go t away fro m the late 
war the less was being do ne o r attempted to 
be do ne fo r the ex-so ldiers. 
Instead o f in­ 
creasing pensio ns co ngress has go ne the o ther 
way, and diminished them. 
I t seemed to 
him that the time had co me when co ngress 
o ught to attempt to do mo re fo r the so ldiers, 
instead o f attempting to do less, as appeared 
to be the case in the pending bill. 
Manderso n appealed to the senate to pass 
tho bill as it had been fo rmulated by the pen­ 
sio n co mmittee o f tho G. A. R, 
Dav is, who 
has charge o f the bill, co incided with Man- 
derso u in the o pinio n that all o f the amend­ 
ments ado pted Mo nday sho uld be stricken 
o ut, and the bill left as repo rted unanimo us­ 
ly fro m tho co mmittee o n pensio ns.

understanding that no t o nly co nsistency, but

sentiment 
cf duty (ev en 
altho ugh an electio n was co ming o n this 
year) wo uld require the same to be do ne no w 
as was do ne last sessio n with a like bill. 
Teller p u tt sted again st th e sen it© of tho
